“They shadowed Mohsen 
from Monrovia, shot and 
wounded him in the head in 
France.” 
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\ The incident, it said, “is the start 

of a campaign Of annihilatio n 
hatched and coordinated by the 
1 terrorist Begin against Palestinian, 

leaders and people ” 

The statement charged the 
Israels were “enforcing a U.S. 
resolution to wipe out out all* 
Palestinians." 

“We affirm that no terrorist will 
escape without punishment," the 
statement added. 

The delegation includes 
Mohsen’ s brother, Majed, and 
Arafat’ s top lieutenants Abul 
Zaim, Muhammad Daghman and 
Abul Saood. The four men were- 
instructed to report directly to 
-Arafat from Paris.

Jordan to buy up to 300 tanks

WASHINGTON, July 27 (R) 
— ■ The Carter administration has 
said it was prepared to sell up to 
300 M-60 tanks to Jordan over the 
next few years to modernize' the 
country's tank corps. 

But State Department nffirfuis 
said Thursday they thought Jor- 
dan would buy only 100 of the 
tanks, worth $ 1 million each. 

They said Jordan needed 300 
new tanks, but King Hussein wan- 
ted to buy as many as 200 British 
Chieftains in addition to the U.S. 
tanks. 

Notification of the proposed 
sale of the main U.S. battle tank 
was sent ot Congress last Friday 
under legislation that allows the 
purchase to be blocked if both 
houses act within a month. 

The sale was likely to be 
financed through government- 
backed military credits, U.S. offi- 
cials said. They said Jordan had 
used little of its credits over the 
past two years.

KUALA LUMPUR. July 27 
( AP) — The United States is car- 
rying out one of its biggest airlifts 
of Vietnamese refugees since the 
end of the Indochina War in 1975. 
refugee officials said Friday. 

The U.S. Embassy said more 
than 4,082 refugees are being 
flown from Kuala Lumpur for 
permanent settlement in the 
United States this week. 

Seven hundred left Friday, and 
2,000 more expected to leave 
before the end of the month. 

The 30.000th refugee to leave 
Malaysia for the United States 
since 1975 left Thursday night. 
Ambassador Robert Miller and 
his wife were at the airport to wish 
and his family a safe trip. 

The refugee was Chau Vinh. 
who with his wife, Khuu Hue. Four 
sons, six daughters and a 45- 
year-old cousin of. his wife, will 
settle in New York. 

There are an estimated 400,000 
refugees from Vietnam, Loas and 
Co m bod i a in camps and on the 
beaches in Malaysia. Indonesia, 
Singapore, the Philippines. Thai- 
land and Hong Kong. Nations 
attending a U.N. conference on 
refugees in Geneva last week 
pledged to give homes to 260,000 
of them. 

The U.S. Embassy in Bangkok 
reported that the U.S. 7th Fleet 
rescue operation ordered by Pres- 
ident Carter saved 64 refugees at 
sea this week. 

It said the guided missile cruiser 
England, sailing in the Gulf of 


Thailand with the carrier Kitty 
Hawk and other Navy ships, 
rescued 44 Vietnamese from a 
sinking 24-foot boat. They were 
transferred to the Navy tanker 
Wabash which already had aboard 
19 refugees rescued earlier in the 
week west of the Philippines. 

The force also rescued a Viet- 
namese man from the water. He 
was reported alive but incoherent 
from exposure. 

Ail refugees rescued by the 
Navy will be admitted to the 
United States. 

The Norwegian freighter 
Lysekil arrived in Singapore Fri- 
day with 256 refugees it picked up 
in the South China Sea. They will 
be taken back to Norway and 
resettled there. And a Canadian 
Air Force plane took off from 
Hong Kong with 201 refugees 
bound for Toronto and Van- 
couver. It was the first of 1 1 flights 
that will take 2,000 to Canada. 

In Hong Kong a tough new bill 
imposing a maximum penalty of 
one million Hong Kong dollars 
( about $ 200 , 000 ) and seven years 
imprisonment aimed at racketeers 
who brought Vietnamese refugees 
was gazetted Friday. 

An official announcement said 
the bill will apply to those “per- 
sons who assist or make arrange- 
ments, in Hong Kong or outside, 
to bring unauthorized entrants to 
Hong Kong...(the bill) also pro- 
vides for the forfeiture of vessels 
and other property.

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FUTILE TALKS 


Almost everybody has known all along that the so-called 
self-government talks be twee o Egypt and Israel would fail, 
except Presidents Carter and Sadat Begin of Israel knew all 
along that nothing would come out of the talks because he 
never had any intention of giving up anything of substance. 

Therefore, it is not surprising that Robert Strauss, the 
American envoy and negotiator, should declare that there 
were difficulties — but not with Egypt — over the negotia- 
tions. 

This view is shared not only by the Arabs, Europeans and 
the rest of the world, but also by many experienced American 
officials and experts at the State Department. They realize the 
futility of the talks and the Camp David accords that produced 
them. 

As an occupying power, Israel has no intention of decol- 
onizing. On the contrary, it has built scores of new colonies in 
the occupied lands from Jerusalem to the Golan Heights and 
has, according to reliable statistics, annexed 30 per cent of the 
Arab lands in those areas. Hordes of Jewish immigrants from 
the Soviet Union and other parts of the world are living on 
land that once belonged to the Arabs. The. process continues. 

Meanwhile, Egypt has no mandate to negotiate on behalf of 
the Palestinians whatever President Sadat may say. Not one 
Palestinian leader has come forward to say that he is satisfied 
•with Egyptian - ' actions and that Egypt could go ahead and 
negotiate for the Palestinians. And negotiate what? So far the 
negotiations have produced only further subjugation to the 
Israelis in a pseudo-legal guise that fools nobody but the most 
naive spectator. 

As the facts have begun to dawn on the Europeans and 
others that the accords were merely a way out of an impasse 
that Carter faced, and that Sadat used them to sign a separate 
peace treaty, the Palestinian issue has assumed greater signifi- 
cance as the core of the whole question. This has inevitably led 
to hysterical Israeli attacks on the main base of the Palesti- 
nians in Lebanon in pursuit of a “final solution’’ by physical 
liquidation of as many people as possible. The raids have been 
so savage and brutal that even the U.S. State Department has 
deplored them. * 

Some progress. But the Palestinians will survive and live to 
fight another day. And finally, they will return home in dignity 
and independence — however long that might take. 


THE LIFEBOAT PEOPLE 
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Sahel’ s rugged mountains and a 
guerrilla war stymie Ethiopia

LONDON — 

Sahel is the north-eastern province of Eritrea. It 
is also one of the largest, covering an area north of 
Alfabet in the south to the Sudanese border in the 
north. 

Here, among the mountains, ravines and barren 
plains, guerrillas of the Eritrean People’s Libera- 
tion Front face the Ethiopian regular army on two 
fronts. 

Back in January 15,000 Ethiopian soldiers, 
accompanied by Soviet officers and military 
experts, landed od the east coast and headed west 
across the sandy lowland areas to the mountains. 

It was supposed to be a quick push for victory but 
they were halted by the EPLF and are still bogged 
down six months later, despite immense superiority 
in weapons and constant air-raids. 

The Ethiopians sweat it out in trenches in temp- 
eratures that frequently top 100 degrees. They are 
short of water and tormented by mosquitoes. 

The second, western, front covers the eastern 
approaches to the town of Nacfa, the capital of 
Sahel, which, although it has no civilian population, 
is still in Eritrean hands. 

The Ethiopians set great store on capturing 
Nacfa, which seems to have some symbolic signifi- 
cance for them. 

The soldiers destined for this honor were left in 
no doubt about where they were going. Tanks and 
other vehicles were painted with slogans such as 
“Nacfa now’’ and “Nacfa or death." For many, it 
has been death. 

In an EPLF counter-attack on March 13, 5,000 
crack troops were killed and wounded as they fled 
towards Alfabet. Their Soviet officers made a more 
speedy escape by air. 

Today the Ethiopian army has been forced to 
depend largely on helicopters for supplies and rein- 
forcements. Dozens of trucks and tanks have been 
ambushed on route from Alfabet and evidence 
from prisoners taken by the EPLF suggests that the 
Ethiopians are short of food and ammunition. 
Nevertheless, they are expected to start another 
offensive soon. 

There are daily bombing forays against the guer- 
rillas, and sometimes the planes are piloted by Rus- 
sians; their conversations have been intercepted 
and recorded on tape by the EPLF- 

But life goes on in the well- concealed bases of the 
EPLF, which have their own hospitals and schools.

Generators start up and lights come on all over 
Sahel. The handbuilt roads are alive with vehicles 
and groups of fighters chancing watches. It is. how- 
ever. the workshops that dominate the night. In a 
series of hidden camps technicians repair everv sort 
of equipment and vehicle. There are watch repair 
shops, shops making pnis and pans and crutches, 
“garages" making up new vehicles from parts can- 
nibalised from damaged trucks captured from the 
Ethiopians. 

In one "garage", they arc producing “Vodka- 
Cola" , a car with an American body and j Russian 
engine. Indeed, everywhere the guerrillas point to 
their two main benefactors, the Soviet Union and 
the United Slates, who have supplied the Ethio- 
pians with so much of the weaponry and transport 
which the EPLF now uses. 

Soviet tanks are hidden away in an urea known as 
the "Russian camp” and everyone in Sahel seems to 
have a Russian Kalashnikov rifle. 

Food is brought in by truck from the Sudan — . 
again at night. The drivers know every twist and 
turn on the journey, which is j ust as well as much of 
it has to be made without lights as the trucks pass 
within firing distance of the Ethiopian guns. 

Sahel is full of fighters — the tegadelti. They arc 
hidden on every mountainside and appear out of 
the night wherever you stop. Most are young — 
probably under 25. 

Food is limited to bread made from sorghum 

X 's or wheat flour, ted and sugar: they seldom 
meat and most have not tasted vegetables or 
fruit for many months. The men wear shorts and 
jackets, the womec trousers. 

In the evenings, the Red Flowers, a group of 
children, play and sing to the frontline troops. Theii 
songs, based on traditional Eritrean music, speak oi 
current events and their hopes for the future. 

It is an eerie scene, with the massive Ethiopian 
armies just a few miles away. Perhaps more than 
anything else it demonstrates the extreme confi- 
dence of the EPLF. who believe it is only a matter ol 
time before the Ethiopians are driven from Eritrea.

Only a small say for OPEC in America’s economy

WASHINGTON — 

All foreign investment in the United States is a 
matter of legitimate concern to Americans, but 
Arab investment triggers an emotional response 
out of proportion to its relative size and scope. 

Definition of terras is one place to start debunk- 
ing myths. Although “OPEC is fast becoming 
synonymous with “Arab" in American politics and 
journalism, the thirteen-nation Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries has only seven 
Arab members. The non-Arab members, which 
include the largest and most populous OPEC coun- 
tries, are Iran, Nigeria. Indonesia, Venezuela, 
Gabon, and Ecuador. Of the seven Arab members 
only three — Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, and the United 
.Arab Emirates — have sufficient financial reserves 
to permit large-scale foreign investment. It is the 
activities of these three countries that comprise 
most of what is referred to as “Arab investments” in 
the United States. Although Arab government 
activity dominates Arab investment here, other 
participants include corporations and private indi- 
viduals. It is the latter category which has come to 
symbolize “the Arabs" to many Americans, a nd 
journalists have written like gossip columnists in 
telling the story. 

U.S. Treasury figures providing a baseline for 
Arab investment in this country in the period 


1974-77 lump all OPEC (Arab and non- Arab) 
activity together. A study prepared for the Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee ( AJC) reported the assump- 
tion of “ knowledgable” people that for purposes of 
investment in the United States, Saudi, Kuwaiti, 
and UAE activity makes up the greatest portion of 
the whole. Using this rough yardstick, it is evident 
from Treasury figures for 1974-77 (the biggest 
Investing period after the oil price hikes of 1973- 
74) that most Arab investment in the United States 
is in federal government offerings. Holding of U.S. 
bills, bonds, and notes made up almost half of 
OPECs estimated $ 43 billion investment in the 
United States in that time period. Corporate stocks 
represented 12% of the total, with bank deposits — 
malting up 16%, and all otber activities, including 
direct investment (such as real estate), debt retire- 
ment, and payments on American exports, totalled 
20% . The Treasury has estimated that total OPEC 
(Arab and non-Arab) direct investment in the 
United States in 1977 alone was$ 157 million.

The uncandid confessions of a Soviet bureaucrat

LONDON — 

Andrei Gromyko, the Soviet foreign minister, 
has done something unusual. He has written a short 
autobiographical essay as an introduction to an 
English- language collection of his speeches of the 
last 10 years. 

It is unusual because Soviet leaders are tradition- 
ally reticent about their private lives. This is partly a 
matter of political faith: as Marxists they must 
believe that history’s impersonal forces count for 
more than individual character. 

“Soviet foreign policy," Gromyko argues accord- 
ingly, “is not so strongly susceptible to subjective 
factors, as is so frequently the case with the policy of 
some major powers belonging to the other social 
system." 

The Soviet Union's men of power are little 
known, even among their own people. They are 
seldom seen about informally. They are not obliged 
to stump the- country during elections. Reports of 
their appearances in public have the formality of 


announcements in the court circular pages of “The 
Times” of London. 

Nikita Khrushchev was, of course, an exception. 
After his removal from power he dictated his 
reminiscences into a tape recorder and, for reasons 
which are still not entirely clear, the KGB allowed 
them, no doubt cleaned up here and there, to reach 
the West. They have never been published in the 
Soviet Union. 

Stalin’s loyal colleague Vyacheslav Molotov is 
known to be writing his memoirs. But he is carrying 
Communists discipline Jo extraordinary lengths by 
writing them with the help of an officially provided 
secretary who deposits each finished chapter in the 
offices of the Party Central Committee. One may be 
■ sure they are not at the list of manuscripts the Party 
is planning to publish. 

It is true that the Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev 
last year started to publish his memoirs in the liter- 
ary magazine “Navy Mir," which 17 years ago was 
publishing the stories of Solzhenitsyn. But these are 
essentially moral tales that describe a desirable style 
of leadership. They reveal little about Brezhnev the 


man. 


Gromyko's short essay is not all that revealing 
either but it does give an idea of his extraordinary 
career. He joined the Sonet diplomatic service in 
1939 when he was 30 (he was trained as an econom- 
ist). Later that year he was appointed counsellor in 
the Soviet Embassy in Washington and, in 1943, at 
the astonishingly young age of 34, he became 
ambassador. 

From then on be never looked back. He was 
made a Deputy Minister of Foreign Affairs in 1946 
and, after a short spell as ambassador in London, 
Foreign Minister in 1957. 

No otber foreign minister in the world has his 
experience. When Presidents Carter and Brezhnev 
met in Vienna in June to sign the SALT JI treaty, 
Gromyko was the only senior member of either 
delegation who had been present at the preceding 
Vienna Soviet- American summit of 1 961 , when the 
young President John F. Kennedy met and dashed 
with Khrushchev, 

Gromyko was present at the Yalta and Potsdam 
conferences that did so much to decide the shape of 


post-war Europe. He led the Soviet. delegation to 
the San Francisco conference that drew up the 
United Nations Charter. 

There are few post-war world figures that he has 
not met. He calls President Roosevelt a “wise 
statesman" and Truman “only a pale reflection, like 
the moon, of bis predecessor." He admits to being 
impressed both by King George VI of Britain and 
his daughter Queen Elizabeth. 

Westerners who have dealt with him appear to. 
have developed a sort of affectionate exasperation 
for the man. The story is told of how Lord Horae, 
then British Foreign Secretary, entertained 
Gromyko to lunch shortly after he had resigned as 
chairman of the Conservative Party.

The paper added that it was time 
for the Arab efforts to begin from 
where the international efforts 
failed. “A concerted Arab effort 
ipust foil the trick by bringing 
about Arab alternatives which will 
be in a position to test tbe actual 
intentions of the international 
forces toward any Arab solutions 
that achieve justice and peace. 
And this could be achieved only 
when Israel withdraws totally 
from the occupied Arab territories 
and the legitimate rights of the 
people of Palestine are acknow- 
ledged,” the paper concluded. 

Supporting Jordan’s call for a 


summit conference, “Okaz” said 
“ this call has assumed new dimen- 
sions after a series of develop- 
ments in the Arab and interna- 
tional situations, particularly after 
Israel's attacks on South Leba- 
non.” It described the present 
stage as “delicate and criticaT' and 
said that a new strategy by the 
Arabs would clearly define what is 
needed of them in the face of 
Israeli conspiracies and aggressive 
acts. “As for Israel, it is trying to 
benefit from the time factor by 
deepening differences among the 
settlers of tbe occupied territories 
and sending them out to facilitate 
for itself tbe establishment of new 
settlements to rehabilitate Rus- 
sian and otber immigrants. 

“In contrast to its spoken desire 
for peace,” the paper said, “Israel 
has been directing its guns and 
planes towards the Lebanese, in 


an attempt to open the way before 
the forces of Saad Haddad so they 
can play tbe role of Israel and keep 
Lebanon within the range of the 
Israeli weaponry. In the face of all 
this, an Arab confrontation was 
necessary and the Arab concept of 
peace would be realized only 
when the Arabs acted jointly to 
achieve their supreme patriotic 
objectives,” it said. 

“AI-Medina*' said the assassi- 
nation of the PLO operations 
chief, Zuhair Mohsen,” would not 
be the last attempt in a continuous 
conspiracy to eliminate the 
organizing and thinking brains giv- 
ing a lead to the struggle of the 
Palestinians. The Middle East is, 
in fact, passing through an age of 
Jewish barbarism the like of which 
the world had witnessed in ancient 
as well as modem history. It has,

On 
their home ground they were, be 
discovered, “much tougher”; 
highways were gigantic — and the 
telephone service so efficient 
"Anyone who lives beside you 
in Saudi Arabia invites you into 
their house," says Khan. If two 
days go by without seeing some- 


movies and situation comedies. 
Khan estimates they spend 98 per 
cent of their leisure time infiront of 
the televirion. Once, it is true, they 
did go out — to King's Dominion, 
a nearby amusement park. They 
have even taken in an outdoor 
drive-in movie. 

Khan drives a car and Mrs. 
Khan would like to learn, but 
because she cannot drive at home 
she hasn't bothered to take les- 
sons. So she and her husband do 


the weekly shopping together, 
with the children in tow — just like 
a typical American couple, 
i Tike first time Khan went to get 
his driver's license he failed the 
driving test “I cruised past a stop 
sign,” be says with a sheepish grin. 
“I passed the second time, 
though.” 

The telephone service, which 
often annoys Americans, delights 
him. “It’s difficult to find a tele- 
phone at home in Saudi Arabia — 
maybe in five years you’ll get one. 
Here it comes in a few days." 

For his first six months in the 
U.S. Khan studied F.n gHsh at 
Georgetown University with 
other members of his Census clas- 
ses. He clearly had a foreign air. 
One day on the elevator someone 
said to him: “Como esta Usted?” 
thinking he was from Latin 
America. 

Buying clothes was a problem 
for Khan, since he takes size 52 in 
suits (“At home I don’t wear suits 
at alT"). A friend directed him to a 
store specializing in “larger men’s 
sizes.” 

Their apartment in Suit! and, 
Maryland, is a typical Washington 
red-brick, walk-up affair with two 
bedrooms furnished sparsely with 
rented sofa, chairs and dining room 
suite. “The ceilings are higher 
than in apartments at home," says 
Khan, “and the furniture is differ- 
ent.” In Saudi Arabia their furni- 
ture comes from Italy. 

They have no problem finding 
the Arab food staples, rice and 
lamb, but have had to adjust their 
customary hoars of eating. "In 
Saudi Arabia we work 7:30 a.ra. 
to 2:30 p.m. and then go borne to 
eat our big meal; supper is at 8 
p.m.," says Khan. "Because the 
Census program, is 9:30 a.m. to 
3:30 p.m. the family waits for the 
big meal until Khan gets home 
after his last class.

the traditional way in Riyadh, 
their home town. His mother 
came to her parents and then met 
with her. After their parents 
arranged the marriage, Amin and 
Sima did not see each each other 
until the wedding. 

Their first child was born in 
Saudi Arabia before they left 


home. Sima returned from 
Washington to Riyadh last year to 
have their second. 

The American winters don’t 
bother the Khans, since they are 
used to cold as well as hot weather 
in Riyadh. The two-foot snow in 
February — the deepest Washing- 
ton had had in more than 50 years 


— was, they agreed, unusual. 

Like many Washingtonians, 
Khan has a photograph of himself 
by his car in a hip-deep snowdrift. 
“1 liked the snow because it was so 
dean,” says Mrs. Khan. 

Khan and his friend, fellow stu- 
dent Mahdi Muhammad Odhie- 
man, would like to stay on in the 
U.S. after the Census program 


ends in August (although Mahdi 
would like to return to the King- 
dom first to find a wife). 

Mrs. Khan would also like to 
stay, since she has been accepted 
as a university student and has 
already srudied medicine for two 
years in Saudi Arabia. However, it 
seems their hopes are doomed, 
Khan's father is dead, he is the 


eldest son and his family needs 
him in Riyadh. 

Khan will receive 36 college 
credits from the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture for his 
studies. He may not be happy 
about returning home to Riyadh, 
but he likes computers (“ they're a 
new field”). He sees his future in 
the field of foreign trade.

RED SEA PLANT 
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U.S. pays less for OPEC crude 
than that of ‘friendly countries’ 


Washington Bureau 

WASHINGTON, July V — At 
.a time U.S. officials are criticizing 
the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries for “high” 
oQ prices, the United States is pay- 
ing an average of overS 2 a barrel 
more for non-OPEC crude than 
for OPEC petroleum, “Arab 
News has learned. 

According to the latest oil price 
figures, the U.S. is paying an aver- 
age of S 23.34 per barrel for oil 
from such “friendly countries” as 
Britain, Norway and Canada, 


while petroleum bought from 
OPEC states is averagings 21 .1 8. 

Canadian oil — at$ 25.00a bar- 
rel — is the most expensive crude 
currently being imported by the 
U.S., while Saudi oH, at$ 18.00, is 
the cheapest, according to the fig- 
ures. 

Of the 17 leading suppliers of 
oil to the U.S., eight OPEC states 
appear at the bottom of the ranks, 
wfth the cheapest crude oil prices.

Tightened funding policy 
clamped on British Steel 


LONDON, July 27 ( AP)— The 
nationalized British Steel Corp. 
which loses about $ 22.80 a sec- 
ond, will henceforth be funded by 
the government month- to- month. 
Industry Secretary Sir Keith 
Joseph says. 

Sir Keith said Thursday be aims, 
by paring waste and over-manning 
and closing down inefficient Brit- 
ish Steel facilities, to turn the cor- 
poration' s 1978-79 loss of $ 720 
million into a profit by next year. 

The tight rein on funding was 
announced at a special meeting 
between Sir Keith and the British 
Steel board. The move conforms 


to the policy of the- new Conserva- 
tive government to give British 
industry a new lease on life by 
restoring incentives and doing 
away with inefficiency. 

He told the board be does not 
expect a situation to emerge in 
which the corporation might sud- 
denly be without enough cash to 
meet immediate commitments. 

The corporation's interpreta- 
tion of that was that the govern- 
ment is determined that funds 
intended to cover capital expendi- 
ture shall not be diverted to pay 
for losses from strikes or any simi- 
lar problems.

U.S. gasoline shortage begins to ease in Northeast 
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DAR ES SALAAM, Tanzania, 
July 27 (AP) — Tanzania has 
granted uranium prospecting 
rights to a West German company 
on the condition that any found 
must not be exported to South 
Africa, Zimbabwe Rhodesia or 
Namibia, a government statement 
said Friday. 

The statement said the Bonn- 
based Uranerzbergbau has been 
granted a three-year prospecting 

permission. 

Last year, the company has 
been granted prospecting rights 
for one year after aerial surveys 
that indicated a likelihood of 
uranium deposits. 


“The reconnaissance activities 
so far conducted have confirmed 
the existence of encouraging 
prospects” the statement said. 

“The government and the com- 
pany have, therefore, reached an 
agreement on a program of opera- 
tion involving substantial expendi- 
tures by the West German firm 
over an initial period of three 
years, which may be extended to 
two further periods of two years.'* 

The statement said that “in 
accordance with the government 
policy of socialism and self 
reliance, Tanzania will acquire a 
51 per cent interest in a joint 'Ven- 
ture.” 


NEW YORK, July 27 ( AP) — 
Motorists looking for gasoline in 
the last weekend of July will find 
something a little unusual — ade- 
quate supplies in most areas, gov- 
ernment and oil industry officials 
said Friday. 

The long lines that have been 
typical in many areas as monthly 
gasoline allocations run out prob- 
ably won’t occur this weekend, 
although some officials say sup- 
plies may be tight Monday and 
Tuesday. 

“The 31st is going to be the 
apex of the problem," said Jerry 
Ferrara, executive director of the 
3,000-member New Jersey 
Gasoline Retailers Association. 
“Heavy weekend driving caused a 
quick drain on the short supply 
because a lot of people are going 
to want to fill- up on Monday and 
Tuesday." 

“I hesitate to say every area has 
adequate supplies, but this traveler 
who starts looking for gas when his 
tank is one- half full will be able to 
find it," said James Benton, a 
spokesman for the Gasoline 


Retailers of Northeastern New 
York. “I don’t foresee a prob- 
lem.”

D.C. area, perhaps the hardest hit 
in recent weeks by the gas 
squeeze, expect marked 
improvement, with no lines and 


Early control of Mexican 
offshore blowout ruled out 


MEXICO CITY, July 27 (R) — 
A blazing oil well which has 
spewed crude into the Gulf of 
Mexico for the past eight weeks 
may not be brought under control 
until October, causing the largest 
offshore oil leak in history, Mexi- 
can officials say. 

The director of the state-owned 
oil company Femex, Jorge Diaz 
Serrano, told a press conference 
Thursday the well had belched 
1.140,000 barrels of crude into 
the sea as of Tuesday after a blow- 


out June 3. 

. He said the well could be 
brought under control, “any day 
in the following month after 
October.” 

The company had said earlier it 
hoped the well would be capped 
next month. 

According to Femex figures, the 
well will have lost 2360,000 bar- 
rels by October, though two mil- 
lion barrels will be burnt off in the 
fire or evaporate.

Recently, some oil companies 
have increased the amount of 
gasoline they supply to deeleis, 
partly because of a decline in 
demand and also because of a 
worsening of the tight supplies on 
the spot gasoline market, where 
companies buy gas to supplement 
their normal supplies. 

Several oil companies have also 
'announced that they will supply 
more gas. to dealers in 
August than they did in July, 
although the amount will still be 
well below August 1978 levels.

McGovern calls for dumping Carter 


WASHINGTON, July 27 ( APJ 
— Sen. George McGovern, accus- 
ing the Carter administration of 
‘‘misgoverning'' the United States, 
Thursday urged Sen. Edward 
Kennedy to enter the 1980 presi- 
dential race. 

In a speech to congressional 
interns, McGovern, the Democra- 
tic party presidential nominee in 
1972, called Kennedy “the most 
logical candidate for our party... 

“If he decides to run, I believe 
be can be nominated and elected* 
and would be an inspiring presi- 
dent. If be declines to run. Demo- 
crats must be prepared to Geld a 
strong alternative." 

A persistent critic of Carter 
administration policies, 
McGovern said the problem with 
the administration “is not the 
cabinet or the Washington press 
corps, or the Washington establ- 
ishment. 

“It is the Carter White House. 
The perspectives, the policies and 
the priorities of the administration 
have been mistaken from the 
beginning." 

Using language far harsher than 
he previously has directed at the 
administration, McGovern said 
that “firing a few subordinates

who have been asked to execute 
those mistaken policies does not 
serve the nation... 

“We are being misgoverned by 
the substitution of poor public 
relations for sound public policy.” 

“ We can recover from our pres- 
ent malaise," added McGovern 
“by setting the stage now for a 
presidential selection in 1980 that 
is equal to the ideals and hopes of 
a great nation." 

McGovern's call for dumping 
Carter in 1980, came just two days 


after Sen. Henry Jackson pre- 
dicted that the president would be 
in great political trouble in the 
early Democratic primaries and 
might well be forced out of the 
race. 

If Carter“steps out or falls ouf ’ 
of the race, said Jackson, the 
Democratic nominee would be 
.Kennedy. 

In San Francisco, meanwhile, 
pollster Louis Harris said Carter 
faces a “zeal crisis of confidence"

Khmer Rouge blamed 


Cambodia admits food shortage 


BANGKOK, July 27 (R) — 
Guerrillas loyal to ousted Cambo- 
dian leader Pol Pot have caused 
serious destruction in the vital 
rice-growing province of Batte in- 
bang, the Soviet-backed administ- 
ration in Phnom Penh has dis- 
closed. 

The Vietnam News Agency Fri- 
day quoted a report by the Phnom 
Penh administration’s news 
agency SPK, which admitted there 
had been setbakcs in the north- 
western province. 

Eat and fertile, Battembang is 
the rice bowl of Cambodia. A 
famine could hit the war-torn 


country if not enough rice is 
planted for harvesting in 
November and December. 

SPK said only 3,000 hectares of 
rice had been planted in the pro- 
vince along with 1,000 hectares of 
other crops. 

The Khmer Rouge guerrilla war 
that started last January shortly 
after the pro-Peking Pol Pot gov- 
ernment was ejected from Phnom 
Penh by Vietnamese-led forces of 
the new regime has been most 
fierce in the northwest.

PARIS, July 27 (AP) — The letter said, “rnadame, I have the 
honor of informing you that the procedings begun March 6. 1979, for 
the national death of which you were the victim did not appear to call 
for an official judicial inquiry from the Office of the Public Pro- 
secutor and belongs to a category which will not require further 
attention." 

It was addressed to the dead woman, signed by the public pro- 
secutor of suburban Manterre, and was a form with pertinent facts 
filled in by a computer. The prosecutor signed off with “please accept 
the expression of my deepest respect." 

Embarrassed French officials said such correspondence is routine 
procedure in the case of violent death, but not for death from natural 
causes, and the letter is customarily sent to the family of the 
deceased. 

As reported Friday in the French press, without the woman’s 
name, the letter was followed by an administrative postscript saying 
that in case of an emergency or lack of resources, she could receive 
the immediate aid of the offices of the judiciary.

Rouge guerrillas. Some said they 
were shot at, others said the guer- 
rillas planted mines and booby 
traps in the paddies. 

The SPK report indicated that 
the biggest planting operations 
had taken place in provinces 
immediately south and east of the 
capital, where the Vietnamese-led 
forces have their firmest grip, 
according to diplomatic sources 
here. 

SPK said 60 per cent of the cul- 
tivable land of eastern Svey Rieng 
province had been sown with rice, 
the biggest claim it made. 

The agency admitted that there 
was a shortage of rice seed despite 
help from Vietnam, which is suf- 
fering from severe food shortages 
of its own after losing some three 
million tons of lice in floods last 
year. 

The Vietnam News Agency also 
said people in Vietnam's south- 
ernmost province have started 
flood prevention work to protect 
cropland from a repetition of the 
disastrous flood. 

It said people in coastal Thuan 
Hai, northeast of Ho Chi Minh 
City (formerly Saigon), were 
building dikes and dredging irrag- 
ation canals to portect tens of 
thousands of hectares of land. 

The biggest dike under con- 
struction, in Dong Thap province, 
was some 20- kilo meters long, it 
said.

Castro lauds revolution 
and Sandinista support 


MIAMI, Florida, July 27 (AP) 
— Cuban President Fidel Castro, 
flanked by leaders of the San- 
dinista National Liberation Front, 
said Nicaragua will not necessarily 
follow the same course as Cuba 
because “every country has its 
own friends, its own problems, its 
own objectives.” 

In a Radio Havana Broadcast 
monitored in Miami, Castro said 
Thursday that a visit to Cuba by 
some 30 Sandinistas was “a proof 
of revolutionary courage. 

"This is evidence of political 
honesty," he told a ■ ceremony in 
the northeastern Cuban city of 
Holguin.' “They (the Sandinistas) 
do not deny that they are friends 
of Cuba, what they feel for Cuba, 
that they have solidarity with 
Cuba.” 

Castro predicted the S audio is- 
tas will win any elections held in 
Nicaragua, “no matter what 


resources reactionary bands” 
bring to bear. 

The Sandinista leaders, includ- 
ing governing junta members 
Alfonso Robelo and Moises Has- 
san, as well as Humberto Ortega, 
Bayardo Arcs, and Carlos Muniz, 
joined Castro in Holguin to cele- 
brate the 26th anniversary of the 
attack on the Moncada barracks 
which marked the beginning of the 
Cuban revolution. 

Castro blamed the United 
States for fueling what he called 
the “brutal, incredible, inhuman, 
genocidal and nnscruplous 
tyranny” of deposed Nicaraguan 
President Anastasio Soraoza. 

“United States policy all over 
the world created that type of 
political regime,” he said. “When 
imperialism tried to pretend it was 
not supplying weapons to 
Nicaragua, it supplied weapons 
through is allies."

German firm asks Iran 
to end nuclear impasse 


FRANKFURT, July 27 (AP) 
— A West German firm building a 
SlO-billion nuclear power project 
in Iran has given the Tehran gov- 
ernment until the end of the 
month to find a mutually accept- 
able solution. 

“Since suspending construction 
on the (Bushire) site in middle of 
April 1979, and despite all sorts of 
German attempts, no negotiations 
came about with the consigner, 
Atomic Organization of Iran 
(AEOI), over payments and the 
fete of the project,” a Kraftwerk 
Union AG statement said. 

The German company, a unit of 
the West German Siemens AG, 
laid off all but 150 of the 6,500 
workers busy on the Bushire pro- 


ject on the Persian Gulf since it 
was interrupted by the Iranian 
revolution. 
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Most of them are busy banding 
over the considerable complex 
according to a set plan, including 
numerous buildings with equip- 
ment, technical and social infras- 
tructure, the statement said. “ The
